The Chiricihuas had al­ 
ways been bad Indians; would interfere with 
the well-disposed Indians cow at work and 
friendly to the whites; who only stay long 
enough to get fat and s’rang, theu go on the 
warpath aud kill white people, and make 
trouble for all. They wanted the Agent to 
iet them call their people together for a big 
talk, to express their wishes in regard to the 
disposal of the Chiracahuas. 
They were 
told that such a meeting was proper, and 
are now gathered in large nntnbers. This 
afternoon Casidora and George spoke for the 
San Carlos and White Mountains, and Jim 
Snook fcr the Yumas and Mohave?, earnestly 
nrotesting against the return of the men and 
boys of the Chiracahuas, though not object­ 
ing to receiving the women and children. 
They were sure the men would soon go on 
the warpath again, taking many boys with 
them, who were as bed as tho men. -Their 
chiefs and leaders should be punished. They 
wanted the Agent to inform General Crook 
and the Great Father of their wi-b, and the 
white people r,f Arizona that the reservation 
Indiana would unite with them in opposing 
the return of the Chiricsbuas.

Now th a t a jury of the country ha3 
found a verdict of not guilty in the star 
route esses after a second trial embracing 
six and a half m onths of time, it is not 
surprising th at the Democratic press of the 
country should charge the result upon the 
A dm inistration. 
The New York World 
has already sounded the key cote of the 
tune upon which the whole choir will now 
expend its vocalism. 
U nfortunately for 
them , these organs do not pause to inquire 
w here their logic will lead them . 
If the 
A dm inistration 
controlled the jury, it 
w ould be guilty of greater crime than th at 
chaigcd against the defendants, and be­ 
cause it did not do so the Democratic press 
m ust assail it. 
B ut it is one of the frail­ 
ties of th at party th at it will always de­ 
nounce w hatever its opponent does. 
The 
chivalrous contestant does not deDy to his 
foe the valor th at he manifests. 
The 
mere partisan, however, cannot rise to the 
conception of justice and right ever being 
upon the side of his opponent, nor to the 
admission th at bis political enemy can pos­ 
sibly do well in anything he undertakes. 
The tru th is, th a t the Republican Adm inis­ 
tration has been persistent, thorough and 
untiring in the prosecution of these cases. 
I t has followed them up for over two years ; 
it has taken every legitim ate step to secure 
a conviction; it has spared neither time, 
labor nor expense to insure a full and im ­ 
partial trial. 
I t has brought forward all 
possible testim ony ; it has been influenced 
neither by party friendship nor 
party 
threats ; it has given evidence of duty to 
the country thoroughly well done in this 
regard, such as is scarcely paralleled in the 
history of the nation. I t has, to-day, not the 
slightest thing w ith which to reproach itself, 
and goes before th e world w ith an unblem ­ 
ished record concerning these trials. 
No 
officers of the Governm ent at any period in 
its history have shown more zeal or a wiser 
discretion in prosecuting offenders against 
the law. 
T hat th e jury rendered a ver­ 
dict of not guilty, is no more chargeable 
to the Republican than to the Democratic 
party. 
In short, politics had nothing to 
do w ith it, ncr hava the prosecuting offi­ 
cers, nor any of the departm ents of the 
G overnm ent shown by any act or omission 
th a t they were influenced in any degree

by

considerations. 
These sta r route defendants have been 
prosecuted precisely as would have been 
any others charged w ith crime, and the 
officers of the Governm ent have done 
th eir whole duty as sw orn trustees of the 
people.

Examiner, an organ th at responds when­ 
ever the party demands. 
I t expresses 
its surprise and astonishm ent th at the 
R eco rd -U m o n should have m aintained the 
position th a t the Executive has jurisdic­ 
tion to examine into the affairs of th e State 
Frisen Director*. W hy ? Because, accord­ 
ing to the Examiner, the Directors charged 
being 
Republicans, and the

Democratic, therefore, by the ethics of 
the Exam iner's creed, this journal in ita in ­ 
dependence having a preference in politics 
for th e Republican organization, should 
have rushed to assaults upon the Governor 
because he is of a differing political faith.

There is in New Y ork city among a very 
w orthy class of people a great deal of 
earnest feeling in opposition to w hat is 
know n as “ The Personal Column ” in the 
great daily newspapers of th a t metropolis. 
This feeling has grown 
into expressed 
sentim ent, and has taken on the form of 
semi-organization, w ith the aim of w ork­ 
ing a suppression of th e alleged evil. 
The 
journals in question have a special adver­ 
tising departm ent in which brief and ob­ 
scurely-worded, as well as plainly-stated 
letters and notices of a personal character, 
may be published. 
In the great maj jrity 
of cases these are intelligible only to th e 
parties im m ediately interested. 
B ut in 
many instances the names are m entioned, 
and the advertieement3 
are m ade the 
•vehicles for libelous innuendoes and scan­ 
dalous publication. 
Thus, the feelings of 
Mrs. Sm ith may be imagined when she 
takes up the morning paper and llnds a 
personal advertisem ent addressed to Sm ith, 
requesting him to m eet “ Clara ” a t the 
“ B attery” on a m atter of the utm ost con­ 
cern. 
I t makes very little difference to 
her th at there are over "2,000 Sm iths in 
New York. 
I t may be her Sm ith, aud all 
the M.S. Sm iths in the city w ith living 
huabands are in precisely a like frame of 
mind. 
Theso “ personals,” it ¡3 well 
known, are the means not infrequently 
to blackmail, to persecution, and to serious 
injury ; and a trial of a libel case is now 
pending, 
in 
which 
it 
is 
alleged 
th a t 
the 
advertisem ent 
was 
in ­ 
serted 
for 
tho 
sole 
purpose of 
dis­ 
rupting the dom estic peace of the plaintiff. 
Aside from these considerations the per­ 
sonal column is offensive because it sm acks 
of assignation, and the atm osphere su r­ 
rounding it is one of im m orality, and is 
calculated to corrupt the minds of youjhfuj 
readers. 
B ut there is another Bide to the 
question. The “ personal ” may be entirely 
innocent in fact, though apparently dis­ 
reputable. 
I t often is the only means of 
reaching one whose whereabouts are un­ 
known, and w ith whom it is desirable to 
communicate. 
I t is frequently an effective 
agent for the detection of crime, and very 
often it is the vindicator of the right and 
the protector of innocence. 
Now it is ob­ 
vious—adm itting for the m oment th at it ia 
m atter for control by society—th at the pub­ 
lisher can seldom know the difference be­ 
tween the proper and improper “ p er­ 
sonal.” Two, precisely alike in words, may 
be of totally different character. 
Except 
the advertisers take the publisher into their 
confidence he cannot well distinguish be­ 
tween them. 
B ut bow do the w orthy peo­ 
ple arrayed in opposition to the evil of the 
“ personal column ” propose to correct it ’! 
U nder the law prohibiting indecent publi­ 
cations, perhaps ; but, as we have shown, 
it Í3 too difficult a m atter to be handled in 
th at way. 
By appeals to th e m any pub- 
Ushers of New Y ork perhaps ; bu t such 
appeals will m eet w ith the barrier of the 
pocket, and self-interest is generally deaf. 
The establishm ent of a censorship over the 
column is not to bs thought of under our 
laws and system , and therefore the conclu­ 
sion is reached th a t there are no remedies 
for it except not to read the personal col­ 
umn, and to hold the publisher to account­ 
a b l y for libels uttered through it. 
Such 
advertisem ents appear in nearly all news­ 
papers in a greater o? less degree, and prob­ 
ably will continue to be published until 
public sentim ent 
makes their omission 
more profitable than their insertion.

T JE HIGH LICENSE BILL OF ILLINOIS. 


The “ high license ” campaign has come 
to an end in Illinois, and the bill over 
which thero has been such a hot contest 
has received legislative sanction. 
A li but 
the blind will ace in this act of a great 
•State a m ovement tow ards restriction of 
the liquor traffic in place of prohibition, 
which is destined to sweep over pretty 
much all the land. 
In fact, iu the years 
to come men will look back a rd wonder- 
icgly ask why a great and enlightened 
people for so long a time or neglected 
a m atter eo intim ately associated w ith 
their mo3t vital 
interests. 
They will 
wonder th a t any should have ever deemed 
it a tem perance question, or anything else 
than a police regulation for tho proper d i­ 
rection of a business to th e end th at it may 
contribute its fair share to the burden of 
government, and th at the vile may not use 
it as a means for the basest of purposes. 
In the years to come, the dealers in liquors 
will look back ia amazement th a t they 
were ever so short-sighted as to oppose a 
movement which, as the Inter-Ocean puts 
it, ia tho 
reflection of the intelligence 
of the people. 
The H erald says of i t : 
“ The passage of this bill is a trium ph for 
respectability and common sense. 
I t is th e 
result of a public determ ination to respect 
the rights of personal liberty in using 
liquors while placing the liquor traffic un­ 
der proper regulations.” 
The bill was 
badiy “ cu t,” and is not all th a t could be 
desired ; but th at a bill of th at character 
could pass at all, dem onstrates the exist­ 
ence of a public sentim ent th a t speaks 
much for the future. 


COPYRIGHT DECIJION. 


A decision of no small im portance has 
been rendered by Judge Coxe, of New 
York 
H e holds the A ct of 
Congress 
granting copyright to photographs to be 
constitutional. 
Tho 
C onstitution 
em ­ 
powers Congress to secure to “ a u th o rs” 
the exclusive right to all “ w ritings.” 
I t 
was insisted by the defendant th at a pho­ 
tographer is not an author, nor a photo­ 
graph a writing, w ithin the meaning of the 
law, and therefore Congress had no power 
to extend copyright protection to photo­ 
graphs. 
B at while the C ourt adm its th at 
the issue ¡9 one of considerable doubt, it 
was not well convinced of the unconstitc- 
tionality of the law, as a Court should be 
before declaring an A ct of no force and 
effect 
W e believe th at Judge Coxe is 
correct 
The object of the law ia to 
protect property of 
a particular class. 
Now w hether th a t be made w ith the pen, 
or by other instrum ents ; w hether it is a 
record made in words or by other signs, 
would appear to be a m atter for the judg­ 
m ent of the law-making power. 
Congress, 
exercising th a t judgm ent, declared photo­ 
graphs to bs entitled to copyright pro­ 
tection, and th a t declaration certainly is 
w ithin the constitutional in ten t and 
in 
accord w ith its sp irit

W ashington, June 14th.—No communi­ 
cation has been received at the W ar Depart­ 
ment from General Crook, asking icstrucviocs 
as to the disposition of his Iadian prisoners, 
nor have any instructions yet been sent him. 
Secretary I.iucola has an appropriation for 
ihe subsistence of 500 Indian prisoners,which 
ia available for the care of these Indians until 
some arrangement shall be made with the 
Interior Departm ent for their final disposi­ 
tion. 
They wili therefore te hold as prison­ 
ers of war until such time as the Interior De­ 
partm ent is prepared to take charge of them. 
Two considerations will h tve weight in deter­ 
mining where to put them. 
Fir-t, the im­ 
portance of locating them at such a distance 
from the Mexican torder that tlisy will be 
unable to repeat their periodical raids, and 
second, to avoid bringing them in contact 
with other tribes who are cow welt disposed 
and peaceable, but upon whom they might 
exert an evil influence.

; Testim ony oí th e t hyslcian who Made th e 
Post Mortem Fxam laatlon—The Evidence 
of th e Prosecution AH In. 
The examination which was to have been 
resumed at 9 a. m. yesterday did not com­ 
mence until 10 o’clcck, the delay being occa­ 
sioned by the absence of witnesses who reside 
at Stockton, but had not arrived as scon as 
they were expected. 
The DUtrict Attorney 
offered in evidence the verified report of the 
proceedings of the Coroner’s inquest, stating 
that ba did so for the purpose of showing the 
statem ent made by the defendant before the 
I Coroner’s jury. 
The defewe offered no ob­ 
; jeciion, and the document w as admitted. 
Robert Craig, recalled : On the night of the 
' murder Mr. Troaitold me that himself, wife 
Í and little child were sitting on the north side 
of the east room. 
H¡3 wife got up to get a 
bucket of w ater; went to the door, dropped 
j the bucket and exclaimed, “ Here comes 
j John.” Jehu came up, put one foot on the 
| door-step and shot her. 
He «aid ah*- was 
i about to optn the door to go through wheh 
j she was shot, and partly turned around. She 
| had hold of the door with her right hand. 
¡ The petition door swnng toward the north 
into th? kitchen. 
John Nelson, recallel : Troai fold me on 
the n i.lit of the homicide that Mrs. Troai 
started to go out to get some water, and 
when the opened the door the exclaimed, 
“ Here orne» John with a gun,” and .-tortod 
back.

John, I think ho said, 
stood at the door.

I had the body exhumed for the 
purpose of a post mortem examina’ion.

the examination M r. McStay, of S’ockton, 
and Dr. Gardner, of Sacramento, were pres­ 
ent. 
Jam es Brannan : 
Am Superintendent of 
the Catholic Cemetery at Stockton. 
I was 
present at the burial of Mrs. Troai. 
I re­ 
moved the body B 'me five or eix week» ago 
from one plat to another in the same cemetery. 
It was the body of Mrs. Troai that was ex­ 
humed and upon which Dr. Gardner held a 
post mortem examination. The reason of the 
first removal was that Troai wished to have 
the remains of his wife deposited in a larger 
and better lot. 
J . Gamfcet’.a : 1 reside in Stockton ; am 
acquainted with the defendant, and was ac­ 
quainted with the dec ased ; sold the de­ 
ceased and her sister each a lo t; tho deed was 
made to the deceased. 
| l’he prosecution de­ 
sired the witness to state what Mrs. Troai 
had said to him when she rec ived the deed 
to the property. 
The defense objected to the 
question, as she had paid for the property and 
received a deed in her own name. 
Objection 
overruled.] She asked me for the deed, say­ 
ing the wanted it so that it could not be taken 
from h e r; the money sho said she had re­ 
ceived from Switzerland ; 1 delivered the 
deed to Mrs. Troai. I was the agent of the 
property that she bought. There i» no build­ 
ing on the lot, but a cabin on the lot joining, 
in which Sam T r ai lives ; the lot is less than 
a mile from the Court-house. 
Counsel for the defense declined to ask any 
questions, saying he could see nothing to be 
gained by bringing Stockton teamsters to 
Sacramento to prove up real estate transac­ 
tions. 
Dr. Gardner ; Am a physician, and reside 
in this city. 
1 exhumed a body at Stockton 
last Saturday, which M r. Blake, an under­ 
taker, told me was the body of Mrs. Troai. 
Found the wounds on the right side. 
The 
arm and shoulder had decomposed so much, 
and the lungs also, that 1 coaid not tell the 
extent of injuries to them. 
Found a wound 
in the heart, in the right auricle, which was 
quite small nnd round, made, as it appeared, 
by about a No. 3 shot. 
Found one shot in 
the heart, three in the shoulder, four in 
ths chest, immediately back of the aorta. 
Found what I supposed to be blood in the 
chest on the 
right side. 
The cour e 
of tha 
wound 
extended downwards, 
in 
the direction of the heart. 
From the 
natura of the wound wonid judge that 
death would result almost inetsntaneonsly. 
The Doctor produced two small paper boxts 
containing the shot he had extracted from 
the body of the murdered woman, which he 
exhibited to the Court. 
He ais] took from 
his p cket a statement made by an assayer 
of the exact weight of each shot, and com­ 
pared their weights with th at of new and 
unused shot. Two of tha shot were said to 
be No. 4. and the other were of smaller 
size. 
In cross examination the Doctor said 
the wound in the h »sri was not a necessarily 
fatsl one. 
From the declination of the shot, 
as traced through the body, he was led to 
believe th at tho murderer stood on higher 
ground than the deceased when the shot was 
fired. 
From the point where the charge en­ 
tered the body it ranged d iwr.wards toward 
the heart. 
The deceased he would have 
judged to be fully five feet in hight and 
weigh about 110 pounds. 
The Doctor was 
subjected to a long and tedious examination. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Dr. G .L. Simmons: S d d he was a practicing 
physician and surgeon, and resided m Sacra­ 
mento. 
The testimony cf Dr. Gardner was 
read to the witness, and he said he thought 
from the nature of the wound described 
death would result almost instantaneously. 
He was asked if a per-on receiving such a 
wound coulJ hsve walked the distance de­ 
fendant slid she had—from the middle to the 
oast door, a distance of eight feet, back again 
and to the steps, a distance of fourteen feet 
further, to overcome a step of six inches and 
exclaim " John, why did yon kill me?” 
He 
answe.ed that it would be impossible. 
The 
witce s, iu an exhaustive manner, by the 
use of diagrams, explained the action of the 
heart, aorta, blood vessels, and the effect of 
an injury to any of thoso organs. 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, a physician and surgeon 
of Sacramento, was next called. 
The same 
etatement? of the character cf the wound 
were de-cribed to the witness, and ho corrob­ 
orated ¡ha testimony of Dr. Siaimoas. Said 
he thought from the nature of the wened the 
deceased would have fallen immediately upon 
her face. 
From the absence of blood in tha 
pericardium and heart it was proof positive 
that it never pulsated after the wonad wes 
made. 
A small shot wound in the aorta 
would not necessarily cause instantaneous 
death. 
Itw iu ld n o t prevent a person walk­ 
ing a few feet or speaking, but death would 
tuiuo in a few seconds. 
It would be quite 
difficult to tell by examining the heart ot the 
deceased fifteen months after death whether 
the heart was deprived of its blood instanta­ 
neously or gradually. 
From the nature <f 
tha wound as described by Dr. Gardner be 
did not thick it possible she could have 
walked and spoken oa reported. 
Ur. F. W. Hatch : 
Think ths wound as 
described by Dr. Gardner would hava de­ 
prived a persiu almost instantaneously cf lo- 
eouio.i n and speech. 
An ¡rdicary wouudof 
the heart would not prevent a person from 
doing what the defendant claim? was done. 
Timothy Lee. sworn: I reside in Sacra­ 
mento county, and am a Deputy Sheriff.

The Chairman stated that th eo lject 
of the meeting was to endeavor to have all 
the retail dealers in beer to form an associa­ 
tion for the purpi ?e of having .ue price of 
beer reduced from $8 to $7 per barrel. That 
during the winter, when m ilt hop] and other 
stock used in the manufacture of beer was 
very high, the retailers did not grumble at 
the advance made in the price by brewers. 
Since tha articles mentioned have come down 
in price, and the cost of keeping beer in hot 
weather necessitates the use of a large amount 
of ice, they claim that the price nhould be 
reduced to seven dollars. 
Mr. ltoeder stated 
that brewers of this city were going around 
now to parties who sell large quantities of 
b-er and offering to sell to them for $ti 50, 
and he thought all retailers should be treated 
aiiko no m atter what quantity they might 
sell daily. He was in favor of banding them­ 
selves together, and if the brewers of this 
city would not come to terms to purchase 
beer of S in Francisco brewers.

pressed themselves in the same manner, and 
cn motion a committee was appointed to visit 
every retail dealer in the city and secure his 
co-opeiation in the movement.

W hat a season it has been 1 W hat an 
event in the city’s life and in the lives of 
many of the individuals composing the 
great audiences !

Parrott, the Babcock box—and making a 
note of the white costumes, the instant 
Thomas raised hia baton, evoking like a 
wizard’s wand the first strong notes of 
the Tannhauser overture, the often-men­ 
tioned 
ELECTRIC TH R ILL AND I1USII 
W ent over the audience that is only to be 
produced by genuine power. 
As Thomas 
stood there night after night, directing the 
great symphonies and overtures of the 
world, he was an epitome of brains in­ 
telligently applied with perseverance to­ 
ward a definite aim. 
Sometimes he seemed 
like a performer on some mighty, complex 
instrument, and sometimes like a General 
directing his forces—separate wills, yet all 
bent to one object. 
He has the round head 
and deep-set eyes of a General, too. Every 
instrument in the orchestra has the choice 
tone of a solo instrument, and all seem 
music-saturated, as if but to touch them 
would elicit a musical reverberation. 
The 
Californians, Louis and Ernst Schmitt, are 
with the orchestra—the former among 
the first violins, the latter with the cellos. 
The bowing of the players of the stringed 
instruments was an endless wonder and 
delight—so absolutely uniform 
that 
a 
board arranged just to clear one would 
never be struck by the others. 
The 
grandest burst of sound, the fullest and 
completest and most satisfying, was the 
march and chorus from Tannhauser on the 
Wagner night. 


TH E CHORUS OF SIX HUNDRED VOICES, 
Beautifully trained by Mr. Loring, one of 
the most intelligent workers in the cause of 
music that the city possesses, did its work 
with spirit and confidence that Bpoke vol­ 
umes for their enthusiam and study, and 
the wonderful drilling of their master. The 
house was a picture, especially when seen 
from the balcony boxes. 
The parallelo­ 
gram of the chairs upon the floor lying be­ 
tween the graduated tiers of the chorus 
seats at one end, and the up-stairs gradu­ 
ated seats for the rest of the audience at 
the other, and framed in by the double 
row of dress-circle boxes, while above ran 
the balcony boxes, specially well filled cn 
the Wagner and Beethoven nights. 
All 
the vocalists were exceptionally good, no 
one phenomenal—that is, not what one 
would call a “ big ” voice—for even be­ 
witching Miss Thursby, while her voice is 
pure and true, and her execution nearly 
perfection, and her repertory extended, 
lacks a certain majesty and heartfulness 
which are part of a great voice. 
One of 
her most delightful numbers was the fa­ 
miliar “ una voce,” from “ the Barber,” 
whose light, arch variations suited her 
voice and style equally

iN EVIL DAY 
Mrs. Humphrey Allen decided that she 
was a dramatic singer, acd gave her mind 
to tho study of the great air from 44 Frei- 
schutz” and Beethoven’s “ Ah Pertido,” 
and the method she employed to tame the 
latter would make her fortune if she 
would sell the secret to the tiger-trappers. 
How did she do it? Mrs. Belle Cole, with 
a less attractive personal appearance, bad 
the true, rich, appealing qaality tbat be­ 
longs, par excellence, to the alto voice. 
Her “ Lullaby” at the Saturday matinee 
had just the exquisite tenderness such a 
song requires, and without which it ia 
nothing. 
Mr. Harvey was like all tenors. 
He had a cold, poor man, and was acutely 
nervous when he sang his solo, Faust’s 
great air. 
He did better with Siegmund’a 
love song on the Wagner night, and quite 
shone in 
the Beethoven trio on 
the 
Beethoven night. 
Franz Remmertz, the 
bass, came near to being a great singer. 
Certainly only Germans can interpret Ger­ 
man music. 
Schubert's “ By the Sea,” 
which Mr. Remmertz sang on the opening 
night, was just what Heine meant and 
Schubert understood, and “ Oh Thou, My 
Lovely Evening Star,” which Mr. Rem­ 
mertz sang on the Wagner night, 


W ITH H I ' FULL, GRAVE VOICE, 
The harp accompaniment, and coming 
right after the Tannhauser overture, made 
pleasure almost pain. 
We were fortunate 
in having Mme. Rive-King as pianist. To­ 
day she substituted a fantaiaie on Hunga­ 
rian airs, by Liszt, for the 44 Chopin Ron­ 
do," in K flat, which was her number on 
the programme, and it was the most brill- 
liant playing she has given us this season. 
Perhaps, if one might dare to find a fault 
with the favorite pupil of Liszt, her play­ 
ing sometimes lacks in spirit and dash, but 
to-day she played with special inspiration. 
The people are satisfied. 
It has been a 
great affair, this sending for Thomas and 
going to hear him, and they talk freely 
of another such season next year, and 
speak as familiarly of bassoons and sor­ 
dini as formerly of booms acd margins. 
Everybody ia most musical, most merry, 
most happy, and when next the streets are 
torn up within a radius cf a mile all round, 
then we shall know that there ia about to 
be a great shew at the Pavilion.
